TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfal  I .    This  snowfal  I  accumulates  during  the  winter  and 
spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.    Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed, 
estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.    Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are 
based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.   All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic 
factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a  resultant  average  effect  on  runoff. 
Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a  greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in 
mountain  areas.   A  total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.    The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and 
water  equivalent.    These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1  through  June  1  in  most  states.    There  are  about  1900  snow 
courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.    Networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent 
and  related  data  sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a  continuous  record  of  snow  water 
and  other  parameters  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.    Other  data  on 
reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  elevations  are  also 
included.    The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a  broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected 
streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about 
every  five  years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a  West -wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1 
of  each  year .

WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK 
FOR  NEVADA 


THE  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  FOR  THIS  SUMMER  IS  POOR.    SNOWFALL  DURING 
MARCH  CONTINUED  BELOW  NORMAL  IN  ALL  AREAS  EXCEPT  THE  RUBY  MOUNTAINS 
IN  ELKO  COUNTY.    STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  HAVE  NOT  IMPROVED  AND  MANY  ARE 
LOWER  THAN  LAST  MONTH'S. 

SNOWPACK  MEASUREMENTS  FOR  APRIL  1  INDICATE  THE  EASTERN  SLOPE  OF  THE 
SIERRA'S  HAS  25  TO  35  PERCENT  OF  THE  1958-72  AVERAGE.    THE  STORMS 
DURING  THE  MONTH  ADDED  ONLY  SMALL  AMOUNTS  OF  WATER  TO  THE  SNOWPACK. 
RESERVOIR  STORAGE  REMAINS  POOR  IN  THE  SIERRA'S.    THE  COMBINED  TOTAL 
OF  LAKE  TAHOE,  BOCA,  LAHONTAN,  TOPAZ  AND  BRIDGEPORT  IS  393,000  ACRE- 
FEET  COMPARED  TO  AN  AVERAGE  OF  729,000  ACRE-FEET  AND  LAST  YEAR'S 
824,000  ACRE-FEET.    STAMPEDE  RESERVOIR  CONTAINS  38,000  ACRE-FEET. 


East  Slope  Sierra  Nevada 

April  1  snow  course  measurements  indicate  snow  water  contents  are  still 
minimum.    Many  are  below  last  year's  readings.    Snowpack  maximum  usually 
occurs  on  the  April  1  readings.    This  year's  snowpack  is  24  percent  on 
the  Walker,  33  percent  on  the  Carson,  31  percent  on  the  Truckee  and  34 
percent  in  the  Tahoe  Basin. 

Lake  Lucille  and  Rubicon  #1  snow  courses  have  a  record  low  water  content 
since  records  began  in  1913.    Center  Mountain  has  the  lowest  readings 
since  records  began  in  1922.    Mount  Rose,  the  first  snow  course  in  the 
Western  United  States,  is  near  record  low  but  had  lower  readings  in 
1926,  1931,  1934  and  1948.    Ward  Creek  #2  has  the  second  lowest  reading 
recorded,  exceeded  only  by  1963. 

Forecasts  for  streamflows  are  less  than  last  year  for  the  April  1 
through  July  31  period.    The  Lake  Tahoe  Rise  forecast,  April  1  to  high 
(assuming  gates  closed),  is  .15  feet  compared  to  an  average  1.46  feet. 
The  Truckee  River  at  Farad  is  forecast  at  40,000  acre-feet  compared  to 
last  year's  actual  flow  of  59,000  acre-feet.    The  East  Fork  Carson 
River  near  Gardnerville  is  forecast  at  40,000  acre-feet,  only  22  percent 
of  average.    The  West  Walker  River  near  Coleville  is  forecast  at  45,000 
acre-feet  for  31  percent  of  average. 


Reservoir  storage  continues  to  be  below  average  on  most  reservoirs. 
Lake  Tahoe  contains  140,000  acre-feet,  only  32  percent  of  average 
and  only  1.15  feet  above  the  rim.    Stampede  contains  38,000  acre- 
feet  compared  to  last  year's  145,000  acre-feet.    Boca  contains 
41,000  acre-feet  compared  to  last  year's  23,000  acre-feet.  Lahontan 
Reservoir  contains  196,000  acre-feet,  while  Topaz  has  13,000  acre- 
feet  and  Bridgeport  contains  14,000  acre-feet.    There  is  limited 
water  in  the  reservoirs  for  supplemental  supplies.    This  will  create 
a  heavy  demand  for  pumping  from  ground  water  sources  this  season. 

Humboldt 

The  snowpack  in  the  Ruby  Mountains  and  East  Humboldt  Range  improved 
considerably  this  month.    Above  average  snow  water  increases  occurred 
during  the  month  on  the  snow  courses  in  the  7,000  to  8,000  feet  zone. 
The  high  elevation  snowpack  is  still  far  below  average.  Streamflow 
forecasts  are  similar  to  last  month's,  with  near  minimal  flows.  Re- 
servoir storage  in  Rye  Patch  is  111,000  acre-feet  as  compared  to 
171 ,000  last  year. 

Snake  River 

The  Owyhee  and  Snake  River  drainages  now  have  snowpack  near  50  percent 
of  average,  a  slight  improvement  from  last  month.    Streamflow  forecasts 
are  still  far  below  average.    Wildhorse  Reservoir  contains  46,000  acre- 
feet. 

Northern  Great  Basin 

The  Surprise  Valley  snowpack  is  about  45  percent  of  average.  Stream- 
flows  this  summer  will  be  very  low.    The  Quinn  River  area  has  almost 
no  snowpack.    Streams  in  this  area  will  flow  very  little  this  season. 

Eastern  and  Central  Nevada 

The  snowpack  in  the  Ely  area  is  about  35  percent  of  average.  Small 
streams  will  have  a  very  limited  flow  this  season.    The  Toiyabe  Range 
in  Central  Nevada  has  a  snowpack  that's  only  slightly  below  average 
in  the  7,000  to  8,000  feet  zone.    However,  streamflows  will  be  below 
average  because  of  low  overall  snowpack. 

Lower  Colorado 

The  Virgin  River  at  Virgin,  Utah  is  forecast  to  flow  17,000  acre-feet, 
considerably  below  average. 

Snowpack  in  the  Mount  Charleston  area  is  almost  non-existent,  being 
less  than  10  percent  of  the  April  1  average.    Reservoir  storage  in 
Lake  Mead  and  Mohave  is  1,707,000  and  21,429,000  acre-feet  respecitvely, 
a  combined  total  of  124  percent  of  average.
